WIND MACHINES 


We've been going to sleep re- 
cently to the accompaniment of 
the wind machines. The sound 
ot these powerful motors and 
their twirling propellors is not 
at all annoying under the cir- 
cumstances. A couple of these 
machines are a few hundred 
feet from our bedroom and as 
we snuggle under the covers we 
wish them a good, good night 
and breathe a prayer for the 
people who are on alert to start 
the orchard heaters. 


Here in Upland and Southern 
California we are too accustomed 
to quietness and good weather. 

When it gets a little chilly or 
when an occasional heavy wind 
storm arrives, we immediately 
hear people complain; “Isn't it 
terrible!” 

About 30 days out of the 365 
in each year are not quite per- 
fect — and we can expect a lit- 
tle change in our climatic heav- 
en along about now. So, under 
the circumstances we should 
accept the wind machine noises, 
smoke from the orchard heat- 
ers and the wind without com- 
plaint. 

Citrus growers in this district 
have made tremendous strides 
in meeting the old problem of 
“smudge.” Today, many scores 
of wind machines have made 
unnecessary so much firing and 
the orchard heaters are modern.

Out here we 
could also practice on how we 
could feed and lodge 100,000 
evacuees during the period of 
an emergency. And so give it 
a_ thought.

“If you are shooting at a. bird, 
say six feet off the ground and 
miss ,the bullet may travel half 
a mile or more and strike a house 
or. person you thought was at a} 
safe distance.” 

“You ean never be too careful 
with a gun,” he concluded. ‘‘Play 
it safe and don’t take any chances. 
Remember it is your responsibility 
to be sure a gun is unloaded. Don't 
anyone's word for it. Look 
and be sure.’
